Both  Austin  and  his  wife 
were  students  at  Provo  High 
School.  Mrs.  Austin  was  in 
the  eleventh  grade,  and  both 
she  and  her  husband  were  in 
good  standing  in  school  and 
had  better-than-average 
academic  achievement, 
according  to  school 
official  Monday,  but  the 
results  were  not  available  at 
press  time.

Synthesis 
to  perform 
Thursday 


BYU’s  Synthesis  band  will 
perform  Thursday  at  8  p.m. 
in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall, 
HFAC. 

The  20  male  musicians  will 
perform  a  synthesis  of  many 
kinds  of  music  which  will 
include  on-the-spot 
composition  and 
improvisation,  according  to 
K.  Newell  Dayley,  Synthesis 
director  and  instructor. 

The  program  will  present  a 
wide  variety  of  musical  types 
and  moods  including: 
“Deedle  Dydle,”  a  number 
written  for  the  “Tonight 
Show”  band;  “Pocahontas,” 
an  Indian  rock  song;  “The 
Great  Divide,”  written  in 
13/8  meter,  and 
“Chickehscratch,”  a  comedy 
number,  said  Dayley. 

Many  people  label  our 
music  as  being  jazz,  Dayley 
said,  “but  it’s  more  than 
that-there’s  a  lot  of 
contemporary  music  too.” 

He  said  spontaneity  plays  a 
large  part  in  synthesis 
performance.  “The  music 
only  gives  the  player  the  bare 


bone  of  what  the  composer 
wants  and  it’s  up  to  the 
player  to  build  on  that.” 

The  music  the  audience 
hears  at  the  performance  is 
completely  new  and  is  often 
being  composed  on  the  spot. 

“We  try  to  create  a  musical 
effect  that  communicates,” 
the  director  commented.  “It’s 
like  a  speaker  -  if  he’s  well 
prepared,  then  what  he  says 
makes  sense.” 

Dayley  said  synthesis  band 
members  are  some  of  the  best 
musicians  on  campus  and 
Synthesis  gives  them 
experience  in  what  it’s  like  to 
be  a  professional  musician. 

He  added  that  many  former 
Synthesis  players  are  now 
professional  band  leaders, 
composers  and  players. 

The  concert  is  free  to 
students,  but  Dayley 
recommended  that  students 
get  there  early,  since  about 
200  to  300  students  were 
turned  away  from  the  last 
performance  in  November.

A  larger  auto  maintenance 
facility  has  been  opened  this 
semester  in  Quonset  Hut  B-21 
by  the  Industrial  Education 
Department  to  handle 
increasing  enrollment  in  its 
program. 

Six  Industrial  Education 
classes  and  two  sections  of 
auto  maintenance  through 
BYU’s  Special  Courses  and 
Conferences  are  being  held  in 
the  new  facility. 

Dr.  Jerry  D.  Grover, 
associate  professor  of 
industrial  education,  said  his 
department,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Physical  Plant, 
helped  revamp  the  building, 
which  served  as  the  first 
motor  pool  on  campus  several 
decades  ago. 

The  new  area  has 
increased  its  capacity  from 
four  to  ten  cars  over  that  of 
the  old  area  in  Quonst  hut 
B-31,  and  now  has  “about 
4,000  square  feet  of  working 
area,”  according  to  Dr. 
Grover. 

A  wide  range  of  course 
material  is  presented  within 
the  industrial  education 


general  and  the  adjustment  of 
brakes,  steering  and 
suspension  systems  to  the  use 
of  transmissions,  differentials, 
fuel  systems,  balancing  of 
ignitions  and  complete 
diagnosis  of  en^ne  trouble.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  Senate  voted 
82-4  to  form  a  committee  to  open  a 
penetrating  Watergate-style  investigation  of 
the  U.S.  intelligence  community,  including 
the  CIA  and  FBI. 

Senate  Democratic  leader  Mike  Mansfield 
announced  he  will  act  immediately  to  name 
the  panel’s  six  Democratic  members. 

Five  Republican  members  were  named  last 
week  in  advance  of  the  formal  creation  of 
the  panel,  which  will  be  known  as  “The 
Select  Committee  to  Study  Governmental 
Operations  with  Respect  to  Intelligence 
Activities.” 

The  nine-month,  $750,000  investigation 
will  attempt  to  learn  the  truth  of  allegations 
that  the  CIA  and  other  intelligence-gathering 
agencies  violated  their  chargers  and  broke 
the  law  by  conducting  forbidden  surveillance 
inside  the  United  States.  The  Senate  vote 
came  after  a  debate  in  which  Sen.  Alan 
Cranston,  D-Calif.,  a  leading  CIA  critic, 
warned  that  the  probe  must  overcome 
“some  powerful  incentives  for  a  cover-up.”

WASHINGTON  -  The  Supreme  Court  Monday  let  stand  a 
lower-court  ruling  invalidating  a  Minnesota  law  that 
prohibited  abortions  after  the  20th  week  of  pregnancy  unless 
needed  to  preserve  the  life  or  health  of  the  mother. 

The  Supreme  Court  dismissed  on  procedural  grounds  an 
appeal  by  state  officials  from  a  lower-court  ruling  that  the 
law  and  regulations  adopted  under  it  were  unconstitutional. 

The  court  also  declined  to  review  a  decision  of  a  separate 
lower  court  striking  down  a  regulation  adopted  by  a  hospital 
in  Massachusetts  restricting  abortions.

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  Inactive  Utah 
Stars  forward  Willie  Wise  says  he  has  a  new 
attorney  who  he  hopes  can  clear  the  way  for 
Wise’s  return  to  professional  basketball. 

Wise  disputed  some  portions  of  a  report 
Friday  by  his  former  attorney,  Rubin  Turner 
of  Los  Angeles,  that  Wise  was  through  with 
basketball  and  couldn’t  return  to  Salt  Lake 
City  due  to  what  he  believed  to  be  Mormon 
attitudes  about  blacks. 

“It’s  my  feeling  he  must  have  given  out 
that  statement  right  after  I  talked  with  him 
Sunday  afternoon  and  terminated  him  as  my 
lawyer,”  Wise  said  Saturday  night.  His  new 
lawyer,  he  said,  is  Larry  Fleischer  of  New 
York. 

But  Wise  confirmed  portions  of  the  Turner 
report,  including  the  fact  that  Utah  is  fining 
him  $300  a  day  for  not  playing.  He  said  he 
doesn’t  feel  there’s  any  way  right  now  for  a 
return  to  pro  basketball. 

Wise  bolted  from  a  practice  session  of  the 
American  Basketball  Association  Stars  early 
this  season  and  has  refused  to  return,  even

though  he  had  three  years  to  go  on  a 
four-year  contract  that  reportedly  is  in  six 
figures'. 

Turner  has  said  he  prepared  a  lawsuit  for 
Wise  in  which  Wise  asserted  he  left  the  Stars 
because  of  religious  attitudes  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  Salt 
Lake  City  made  him  feel  like  a  “second-class 
citizen.”  The  church  denies  its  priesthood  to 
blacks. 

“He  made  that  statement  without  any 
basis  from  me,”  Wise  said.  “He’s  really 
laying  it  on' thick,  isn’t  he?  As  of  now,  I 
don’t  feel  that  way.  I  won’t  agree,  at  least  at 
present. 

Wise  said  that  after  conferring  with  his 
new  attorney  he  would  disclose  his  main 
reason  for  leaving  the  Stars. 

Turner  said  in  his  Friday  interview  he 
believes  Wise’s  contract  with  the  Stars  could 
be  broken.  But  he  said  Wise  was  unwilling  to 
file  a  lawsuit  Turner  prepared  until  Wise  had 
a  reasonably  firm  arrangement  to  play  for 
another  club.
